said, "was drawn up in Republi­ 
can headquarters for the express 
purpose of upsetting the educa­ 
tion departm ent.”

stration.

U tile Work Done 
"If the voters approve the reso­ 
lution,” said another spokesman, 
"the education 
departm ent will 
be kept in a constant turm oil and 
there will be little actual work 
accomplished. 
The resolution is 
a direct attem pt to m ake the de­ 
partm ent a political football.” 
Since 1851, the education direc­ 
tor has always served for a t least 
a four-year term . 
From 1851 to 
1916 the office was an elective one 
but since 1916 the director has 
been appointed by the governor. 
There have been but 24 education 
directors.

TAX RELIEF 
S 
OME recent recommendations of the 
Brook ings Institu tion regarding fed­ 
eral tax modifications deser\’e seriou s 
consideration. 
The Institu tion ex p erts p rop ose aboli­ 
tion of the u ndistribu ted 
p rofits tax , 
modification of the cap ital gains and losses 
tax , redu ction of su rtax rates in the higher 
brack ets, and abolition of the tax on inter­ 
corp orate dividends, with some other su g­ 
gestions for relief along similar lines. 
Su ch p rop osals have a growing ap p eal 
to many citizens not directly affected. 
Peop le tend to feel increasingly that it 
isn’t merely a matter of right or wrong, 
or of favors to bu siness interests, bu t that 
some of these tax es act adversely to the 
general interest. 
It is felt by many, regardless of p arti­ 
san bias, that su ch tax es tend to discou r­ 
age bu siness and retard general bu siness 
revival and re-emp loyment. It is also held 
by many ex p erts that the granting of tax 
relief in the fields mentioned, by stimu ­ 
lating bu siness, might resu lt in larger 
rather than smaller tax collections by the 
government.

After his bitter ex p erience over Tom 
Amlie’s 
ap p ointment to the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission, Roosevelt has be­ 
come gu n-shy regarding Senate confirma­ 
tions, so he decided not to risk a fight over 
Jesse Jones and his RFC. 
Instead he tu rned toward the Navy, 
which is in a woefu l condition as to its 
civilian ex ecu tives. Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson has striven desp erately to hold 
u p his end, bu t his 77 years and failing 
health have made it almost imp ossible. 
When he attends Cabinet meetings, Swan­ 
son has to wait u ntil his aide enters the 
room to help him u p from his chair. 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Char­ 
les Edison also has been strick en with a 
seriou s eye ailment and cannot resu me 
work for some time.

Besides, a ♦ap eworm gives a p er­ 
son a k ind of dignity. He can say 
“ We” liive editorial writers and 
Damon Ru nyan and imp ortant p eo­ 
p le lik e that. 
The p ork tap eworm is the third 
member of ou r tap eworm enemies. 
The t» f» atment of all three vari- 
eti -i is the same. The age-old rem­ 
edy is a.np ldiu m, or male fern. The 
p owder of male fern can be tak en by 
mou th in the dose of two—fou r 
grams. 


Three tap eworms commonly affect 
man. The name tap eworm has no 
scientific significance, bu t is derived 
from the tap e-lik e ap p earance of the 
worm. The three distinct worms are 
the fishworm, the beefworm and the 
p ork worm, the descrip tive name in­ 
dicating the animal from which the 
ova are transm itted to man. 
The fish tap eworm, when im­ 
p lanted in the hu man intestine, dis­ 
charges a continu ou s stream of 
egffs, which may p a:.s into frc; h 
w ater to he swallowed by crawfish 
and snails and other small animal 
victims of p ik e, salmon, trou t nnd 
bass. From the fish intestine they 
mak e their way to the mu . -- le?, and 
thence back into the intestinal tra d 
of a man. 
The beef tap eworm enters the 
hu man body in the envelop e of the 
flcfth of cattle. Jilan consu mes u ndcr- 
ook cd, or raw, beef containing the 
I’ormant larva. It is estimated by re- 
.lable au thorities that u nless the 
hambu rger steak concessions at the 
New York and San Francisco fairs 
are carefu lly su p ervised, five million 


Points in Treatm ent 
Two p oTrL.s in treatm ent, how- 
evr r, mu st be remembered. First, 
male fern lik e all vermifu ge rem­ 
edies has p ossibilities of p oisoning. 
If it will k ill the worm it may k ill 
the victim. For that reason it is fa r 
better to tak e su ch dru gs u nder the 
direction of a p hy.<iician. 
Second, the p rep aration for a 
worm ex p elling remedy is of great 
imp ortance. The intestine mu st be 
cleansed so that the medicine can 
have its fu ll eifect on the worm. The 
tap eworm bu ries its head in the 
folds of the intestinal tract and 
a 
p reliminary dose of salts mu st be 
u sed to ex p r.se it. A fter the worm 
has been comp letely ex p elled, an­ 
other calhu rtic ^hou ld be tak en in 
order to clear the system of the 
vermifu ge.

S 
OME recent recommendations of the 
Brookings Institution regarding fed­ 
eral tax modifications deserve serious 
consideration. 
The Institution experts propose aboli­ 
tion of the undistributed 
profits tax,

tax, reduction of surtax rates in the higher 
brackets, and abolition of the tax on inter­ 
corporate dividends, with some other sug­ 
gestions for relief along similar lines.

PROMINENT newspaper publisher is 
quoted as saying that if war comes,

After his bitter experience over Tom 
Amlie’s appointment to the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission, Roosevelt has be­ 
come gun-shv regarding Senate confirma­ 
tions, so he decided not to risk a fight over 
Jesse Jones and his RFG. 
Instead he turned toward the Navy, 
which is in a woeful condition as to its 
civilian executives.

Three tapeworm s commonly affect 
man. The name tapeworm has no 
scientific significance, but is derived 
from the tape-like appearance of the 
worm. The three distinct worms are 
the fishworm, the beef worm and the 
porkworm, the descriptive name in ­ 
dicating the anim al from which the 
ova are transm itted to man. 
The fish tapeworm, when im ­ 
planted in the human intestine, dis­ 
charges a continuous stream of 
eggs, which may pass into fro: h 
w ater to be swallowed by crawfish 
and snails and other small anim al 
victims of pike, salmon, tro u t nnd 
bass. From the fish intestine they 
make their way to the muscles, and 
thence back into the intestinal tra c t 
of a man. 
The beef tapeworm enters the 
human body in the envelope of the 
flesh of cattle. Man consumes under­ 
cooked, or raw, beef containing the 
dorm ant larva. It is estimated by re­ 
liable authorities th at unless the 
ham burger steak concessions at the 
New York and San Francisco fa irs 
are carefully supervised, five million 


Points in T reatm ent 
Two points in treatm ent, how­ 
ever, m ust be remembered. F irst, 
male fern like all verm ifuge rem ­ 
edies has possibilities of poisoning. 
If it will kill the worm it may kill 
the victim. For th at reason it is far 
better to take such drugs under the 
direction of a physician. 
Second, the preparation for a 
worm expelling remedy is of great 
importance. The intestine m ust be 
cleansed so th at the medicine can 
have its full effect on the worm. The 
tapeworm buries its head in the 
folds of the intestinal tra c t and a 
prelim inary dose of salt* m ust be 
u?ed to expose it. A fter the worm 
has been completely expelled, an­ 
other cathartic should be taken in 
order to clear the system of the 
vermifuge.
